U—(/TV-Authorities delved today 
Into Libby Holman's romance wit 
Imlth Reynolds and his history fo 
the past several years, searcnln 
for sonte clue to the mystery sur 
rounding his death. 


One story was that Reynolds bad 
a narrow escape from death by 
shooting on a Long Island outin 
almost a year ago to the day be 
(ore the young heir to tobacco mil 
lions was found shot through th 
head at Reynolda, the manorla 
Reynolds estate here, lost Wednee 
day. 


Out of the inquiry into the ro 
mance of the 20-year-old Reynold 
and Miss Holman, a Broadway 
blues singer, who was six year 
his senior, came for the first time 
the details of their marriage. 
They were married at Monroe 


Mich., Nov. 29, 1981, by a justice 
Of the peace. 
They announced 
their marriage in New York las 
Kay and it was reported then they 
were married In Hawaii as Rey 
nolds, an aviation enthusiast, was 
returning from a trip by plan 
and boat around the world. 
The date of the marriage wa 
Just six days after Reynolds' firs 
wife, Anne Cannon, obtained a di 
vorce in Reno. 


Miss Holman revealed the date 
and place of the marriage at the 
first session of a secret inquea 
held by Coroner W. N. Dalton be 
hind closed doors at Reynolda. 


So far as has been made public 
•bout all that has been dlsclosec 
by the investigation here has been 
these salient points: 


1. Reynolds was shot about 1 
*. m., Wednesday morning while 
on a sleeping porch adjoining his 
wife's bedroom. He was carriec 
to a hospital unconscious and dlec 
there at dawn without making 
statement. 


2. In the house at the time, be- 
tides the household servants, were 
Mrs. Reynolds, Blanche Yurka 
New York actress who was visit- 
ing Mrs, Reynolds and coaching 
her for a new play; Albert (Ab) 
Walker, of * Winston-Salem, 
life- 
long friend of Reynolds and his 
secretary, and Raymond Kranrer, 
•f Flushing, L. I., who was Rey- 
nolds! tutor. 


Bloody Fingerprints. 
8. The night 
before Reynolds 
bad given a party in celebration 
Cf the 21st birthday of C. G. Hill, 
a Winston-Salem friend, and his 
guests did

4. A towel, apparently stained 
with blood, was found in the bath- 
room adjoining 
Mrs. 
Reynolds' 
room. 
Bloody fingerprints were 
en the bathroom door. 


6. A pistol from which one shot 
bad been fired was on the floor 
of the sleeping porch. 


As a result of the evidence pre- 
sented it, the coroner's jury oraer- 
ed Walker and Mrs. Reynolds held 
•s material witnesses. 


The fingerprints have been turn- 
ed over to an expert and if they 
•re sufficiently clear will be com- 
pared with those of all persons 
Who were in the house the night 
•f the tragedy.

Coincident with th* disclosure that 
this city was the scene of the 
marriage of young Smith Reynolds 
and Libby Holman, it was recall- 
ed today that long before Justice 
Fred M. Schoepper performed the 
ceremony Nov. 20 the city com- 
mission had questioned his right 
to hold office. 


The state legislature 
in 
1928 
adopted what was known as the 
municipal courts act. providing for 
establishment of courts of higher 
ranking than justice of the peace 
in -certain cities. Schoepfer refused 
to surrender his office and went 
on performing its functions. 


The city commission ordered quo 
warranto proceedings instituted to 
oust Bchoepfer, but his death Dec.

Mrs. Murdock said she had not 
seen Miss Holman since the dis- 
covery of the bullet hole and had 
never spoken to her about it. Miss 
Holman did not explain to the 
agent how the table was damaged 
she said. 


Miss Holman rented the house, 
in the Spanish bungalow colony 
near'here, for the summer. Smith 
Reynolds occupied a cottage near 
the actress and near an airport 
where he kept his plane. 
"Everyone seemed to like Miss 
Holman. She was a respectable 
and charming tenant," Mrs. Mur- 
dock said. "Mr. Reynolds was some- 
times considered a bit erratic. Once 
bit drove his car right into the 
water near where he kept his

Three Titles. 


The bill now under consideration 
consists of three titles, of which I 
shall first refer to Title 1 and Ti- 
tle 111: 
Title 1. 
As this title has been amended, 
it now stands in accord with my 
recommendation. 
Title 111. 
This portion of the measure pro- 
poses to expend $322,000,000 on pub- 
lic works. I have expressed myself 
at various times upon the ex- 
treme undesirabillty of increasing 
expenditure on non-productive pub- 
lic works beyond the $500,000,000 of 
construction already in the bud- 
get.

It Is an ultimate burden upon 
the tax payer.

relief bill was sent to the White 
House today where President Hoo- 
ver's veto awaited. 
As the bill went forward with 


the signatures of Vice-president 
Curtis and Speaker Garner, con- 
gressional leaders agreed on the 
procedure for enacting a modi- 
fied bill after the veto. 


Following conferences with Gar- 
ner, Senator Wagner, (D., N. Y.) 
bad prepared a substitute bill to 
ultimately borne by .the taxpayer, be introduced as soon as the 
Fifth—The bill provides only the ~ 
' 


funds to .the corporation which the 
senate with reason deemed the 
minimum necessary to aid con- 
struction projects 
and to cover 
loans to the states in aid of dis- 
tress. There is, therefore, no pro- 
vision in the bill for any sum of 
money for the purpose of these 
•miscellaneous loans. 


The corporation would thereby 


be charged with a duty Impossible 
to carry out in practice with no 
additional funds with which to 
make loans unless the unemploy- 
ment projects and the loans to the 
states are abandoned or seriously 
curtailed and the fundamental pur- 
pose of the legislation defeated. 
Would Need Over Three Billion 
Sixth—Under the new obligations 
upon the reconstruction corpora- 
tion to finance the additional con- 
struction activities and loans to 
the states in addition to its present 
activities, it will be necessary for 
the corporation to place over $3,- 
000,000,000 of securities. \ 
' It can place these securities only 
because the credit of the United 
States Is pledged to secure these 
obligations. 


To sell any such vast amount of 
securities at a time like thij is a 
difficult enough task, strong as is 
the credit of the United States, 
without having the credit of the 
government undermined by the 
character of use to which It ii di- 
rected that these monies should 
be applied. 


As long as obligations of the 
corpartlon are based on wholly 
sound securities for self-liquidating 
purposes, of which early repay- 
ment is assured, there Is no bur- 
den upon the taxpayer. There is 
an asurance of a strengthening of 
the economic situation. 
Misuse of Government Credit. 
But if the funds of the corpora' 


tlon are to be squandered by mak- 
ing loans for the purposes here 
referred to, it will be at once evi-
